HELENA' Mont., Ootf 1.—If betting is 
any criterion of what the result of the 
first state election in Montana will l>e, 
then the demócrata will have their en- 
tire ticket elected when the polls close 
to-nií2fhtí and at least a quarter of a toil- 
liou is staked on the result in Helena 
alone; most of it in the ratio of $1,000 
on Toole, the democratic nominee for 
governor, to ^800 on Power, the rei>ub- 
lican candidate. 
Even money has been

while on the legislative ticket the dem- 
ocrats, to get bets, have been compeyeti 
to give odds of two to one.

A fierce wind was blowing from the 
lake and the flames got beyond the con- 
trol of the firemen shortly after the fire 
stairfced. The telegraph office was de- 
stroyed tuid it is impossible to got full 
particulars.

The damage can not be estimated, but 
as several large establishments, where 
agricultural implements are manufac- 
tured and one large factory containing 
a big stock of wooden ware were de- 
stroyed, the loss is probably very heavy. 


LATER PARTICULARS. 


GRAND HAVEN, Mich., Oct. 3 . — A t an 
early hour this morning Grand Haven 
was visited by the most disastrous fire 
in its history. 
The loss is estimated at 
a million dollars. 
The fire originated 
in the rear of Slaytou's grocery and rap- 
idly spread to the Cutler house, which 
was destroyed. 


The wind was blowing briskly, and 
the fire spread to other buildings which 
were swept away, among them being 
churches, business 
houses, and resi- 
dences. 
The churches destroyed were 
the Dutch Reformed, Unitarian, and 
the Methodist. 


The town was panic stricken for a 
time. 
The town is still in great con- 
fusion and it is impossible to get an ac- 
currate estimate of the losses. 
It was 
said at 10 o'clock that the loss would 
exceed half a million dollars. 


SAN Louis OEBISBPO, Cal., Oct. 1.— 
The business portion of the village of 
Cambria, this county, was burned yes- 
terday. Among the buildings destroyed 
were the postoffice and telegraph and 
express offices. 
The loss is estimated 
at ^125,000; insurance trifling.

The death of the young lad. Christian 
Hartman, on a Pittsburg switch engine 
last evening, is told in another column 
of to-day's paper. It is but one of the 
many •warnings, that the boys of this 
city have received of the danger 
jumping on railroad trains, and yet they 
seem to be unheeded. 


The locomotive that conveyed the dy- 
ing boy from the place where he met his 
fatal injuries to the depot, returned al 
most immediately to the east yards, and 
yet it had hardly left before four young 
boys jumped upon the platform in front 
of the engine, the exact place where 
young Hartman met his death blow, and 
rode as far as the Bass works. 


There ought to be some way of pre 
venting this practice, so common among 
the boys of this city, of jumping on 
moving trains. 
The police officers say 
they can not prevent it altogether, and 
it is reasonable to suppose that they 
can not, for it is impossible for them to 
be everywhere. 


What should be done by the railroads 
is to authorize their train men to arrest 
on sight, every boy jumping on a train 
and turn them over to the authorities 
for prosecution. If railroads and law 
officials were more severe in regard to 
punishing these lads for such capers, we 
would have less of this dangerous prac- 
tice, and, as a consequence, fewer fatal 
accidents to record.

for prosecution.
